Act, 1984 (President’s Act No 1 of 19S4) as in 
force in the state of Punjab at the date of this notifi¬ 
cation, subject to the following modifications, name¬ 
ly : — 

’ MODIFICAT IONS 

1. In section I, the existing sub-section (2) shall 
be re-numbered as sub-sect,ion (3) and before sub¬ 
section (3) as so re-numbered, "the following sub¬ 
section shall be inserted, namely 

“(2) It extends to the whole of the Union terri¬ 
tory of Chandigarh.” 

2. Section 2 shall be omitted. 


3. In section 3, for the words “State of Punjab" 
the words “Union territory ol Chandigarh” shall be 
substituted. 

ANNEXURE 

The Criminal Procedure Laws (Punjab Amendment) 
Act, J984 (President’s Act No. 1 of 1984) ns exten¬ 
ded to the Union Territory of Chandigarh. Enacted 
by the President in the Thirty-Fifth Year of the 
Republic of India. 

An Act to amend the Code of Criminal Procedure 
(Punjab Amendment) Act, 1983 and further to amend 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, in its applica¬ 
tion to the State of Punjab. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 
of the Punjab Stale Legislature (Delegation ot Powers) 
Aei, 1984, (36 of 1984) the President is pleased to 
enact as follows 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Act 
may be called the Criminal Procedure Laws (Punjab 
Amendment) Act, 1984- 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory 
of Chandigarh. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Omitted. 

3. Amendment of Act 2 of 1974,—In sub-section 
(2) .of section 167 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1973, in its application to the Union territory .of 
Chandigarh, for the words “fifteen days”, at both the 
places where they occur, the words “thirty days” shall 
be substituted.
